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The Lorillard Sale. 


The heaviest real estate transfer ever 


made in Newport was consummated 
this week in the sale of Pierre Loril- 
lard's elegant 'estate known as "The 
Breakers" on Ochre Point to Cornelius 
Yanderbilt of New York for $400,000. 
This property is bounded Northerly on 
Shepard avenue, westerly on Ochro 
point avenue, southerly on Ruggles 
avenue and easterly on the Atlantic 
Ocean, and comprises 573,519 square 
feet of land which was purchased by 
Mr. Lorillard in1 three lots. The first 
purchase was 480,736 square feet from 
the late Wm. Beach Lawrence in Au- 
gust, 1877, for §90,147.22 and in October 
of that year the contract for,the erec- 
tion of the elegant villa was awarded to 
C. E. Clark of Boston. 
The second 


purchase of land was 40,138 square feet 
from the executors of the will of the 
late W. B. Lawrence in March, 18S2, for 
$11,2(11.85, and/thc third purchase was 
in September, 1882, of 48,10S;squarcfeet 
from tho executor of the will of the 
late Richard M. Staigg for $20,332.10, 
making tho total amount paid by Air. 
Lorillard, for the land alone, $183,771.- 
17. It has been understood for some 
time that this property was for sale but 
the price asked was beyond the reach 
of most would-be purchasers. Mrs. J. C. 
Ayer, widow of the 
millionaire pill 


maker of Lowell, has made several bids 
for it, it is said, her last offer being 
within $25,000 of the price paid by Mr. 
Tanderbilt The reasons given by Sir. 
Lorillard for.selling are that as his 
family only comes to Newport during 
August and September he considered il 
too great a care for so sliort a period of 
enjoyment. He has not tired of New- 
port and proposes to come hero during 
August and September as usual, rent- 
ing a cottage instead of owning. This 
being the case tho sale cannot help be- 
ing an excellent thing for Newport; the 
cottage will now be occupied through 
out the season aijd Mrs. Ayer having 
failed to become its happy possessor 
will doubtless select some new site and 
erect a handsame villa of her own. ' 


The sale included, with the exception 


of a few special pieces, all the furniture 
contained in tho house and an apprais- 
al taken after the sale placed its value 
at about $150,000. This would make 
the price of the bare estate only $250,- 
000 which must be considerably les: 
than it cost Mr. Lorillard, as in addi- 
tion to the cost of the laud and cleganl 
buildings he expended a large atnounl 
of money a few years ago in building a 
breakwater and wharf for the landing 
of his yacht. 


It is understood that Mr. Lorillarr. 


proposes to dispose of the proceeds o, 
the sale by presenting his sou, Pierre 
Jr., and his daughter with $100,000 
each and with the ballance erect a 
handsome cottage on his largo estate 
in New Jersey where he is in the habil 
of spending the early part of his sum- 
mers.

Mr. Frederick A. Stanhope who de- 


larted this life, in Providence, on.tho 
Oth instant, was tho third son of the 
ate Edward and Abigail Rowland Stau- 
tope, and was horn in Newport, No- 
vember Kith, 1822. He entered the 
turd ware business as a clerk, with 
George Engs & Co., while a boy, and 
ifter tho firm name was changed to 
Finch & Eugs. remaining in the same 
place for about nineteen years. He 
•hen purchased a stock of hardware 
ind commenced business for himself hi 
Syracuse, N. Y., but after a brief peri- 
id of time he returned to this place, 
and commenced business undor the 
firm name of Bliss & Stanhope in which 
ic continued for a few years, when he 
withdrew and accepted a position as 
jook-keeper and agent of the Codding- 
ton Mill, (then owned by William W. 
Bishop, of Providence.) He remained 
liere until receiving a call from the 
New England Butt Company in Provi- 
dence as assistant agent and treasurer, 
a Mr. Knight being chief. 
At the 


death of this gentleman, ho was promo- 
ted to agent and treasurer. He re- 
mained here about twenty-five years, 
when he sold out about five years ago 
and retired from business with a com- 
fortable competency. He was for sev- 
eral years president of tho American 
Butt "Company, a consolidation of a 
number of different organizations in the 
Uuited States. 
He had been a resident of Providence, 
for nearly thirty years; was a kind and 
most indulgent husband and father; an 
affectionate and loving brother, and a 
firm benevolent friend. He assumet 
no borrowed appearance. Ho sought 
no mask to cover him for he acted IK 
studied part; he was indeed what hu 
appeared to be, full of truth, candor 
and humanity. In all his business pur- 
suits, he knew no path but the fail 
and direct one; and would rather have 
failed of success, than attain it by dis 
honest, or reproachful means.

"Court Bad." 


'a the- Editor of Me Newport Jferclirj/: 
Wo are told that for a great many 
cars previous to 1830, there stood on 
he north corner of Bannister's wharf 
nd Thames street, a very'old two-story 
uildiiig, probably a part of the Ban- 
ister estate, hut now improved we are 
ot able to say; but at the time wo 
Trite of, the lower story was occupied 
y John E. Greene, wbo kept for sale 
rocerics of all kinds. Tho chamber of 
Uis store was entered by an open flight 
f stairs on the Bannister's wharf side, 
nd was tho place of business of James 
'ownsend, cabinet maker, specimens of 
vhose excellent furniture are still to be 
eon in many of tho houses of Newport. 
Godfrey Wcuwood, previously alluil- 
d to, owned the next building, the 
basement of which was used as a bakery, 
and it was in tho rooms above that 
10 often had as guests the best society 
of the town, whom ho entertained with 
i princely' hospitality, and to the poor 
and unfortunate was he ecpially gener- 
ous. With a large family to maintain, 
awards whom he was extremely liber- 
il, and his daughters, as we remember 
hem, were always most fashionably as 
veil as expensively dressed,is ita matter 
of surprise that he died comparatively 
>oor? Attached to his bakery was a 
;hop for the sale of bread, and also of 
hat celebrated article "Wenwood's but- 
er biscuits," the art of making which 
10 man to this day knoweth. To the 
vestward of Mr. Wenwood's shop stood 
lis storehouse for flour and other arti- 
cles, and it was the chamber of this 
building that was dignified by the name 
of "Fly Market Theatre" on whoso 
boards George Hazard showed such un- 
mistakable signs of possessing rare abili- 
ties as a player, and whose sudden 
loath deprived his friends of the hope 
of his becoming eminent in tliat profes- 
sion. 
Ncxtwestof "Fly Market Theatre" 


jtood a very modest looking building 
occupied by Duncan Stuart McUougal 
(tailor), who was accorded the reputa- 
tion of being alluded to in .1. Fenimore 
Cooper's novel "The Red Hover," al- 
though in its preface Mr. Cooper say* 
that "he was in Newport only for a 
single hour (luring which he visited the 
Xowport ruin" (old stone mill), am 
further, that "there is no authority 
whatever for any incident, character, 01 
scene of the book now offered to UK 
reader, unless nature may be though 
to furnish originals, in a greater or less 
degree, to some of tho pictures." Nev- 
ertheless, the old novel readers of N"cw 
port living at the time of its First publi 
cation in 1827, were very confident that 
not only Mr. McDougal'sshop, but also 
Thomas Townsend's coffee house were 
the places referred to, and that it was 
very probable that Mr. Cooper, in orde 
to obtain a view of the harbor and bay 
which he describes very accurately 
wandered 
down Uannistcr's whar 


where he saw Mr. McDougal's shop,am 
afterwards visited the "Uuin," whicl 
he intimates subjected him io the dis 
pleasure of the "Ithode Island Histori 
cai Society," because lie called ita mill 
Whether tho old novel readers were 
right in their conjectures or not, the; 
having, in their own minds, locate( 
some of the leading incidents of tin 
story, gave it, with them, more interes 
than it probably would otherwise have 
obtained. 
Those familiar with the openim, 


chapters of the "lied Hover," will re 
collect that the party "came up the 
wharf (Bannister's), as was supposed 
walked along the main street of the 
town and then mounted a hill and cross 
cd a fence in order to have a better viCT 
of the old ruin." .Mill street at tha 
time was the only street open as far a: 
the old stone mill, from which it tool 
its name, and the novel readers referrcc 
to were content in believing that thei 
view of the matter was a correct one. 


But here, as far as Mr. McDongal is 


supposed to he concerned, the coiupari 
son ceases, for he was a remarkably 
good looking, as well as a respectable 
man, 
without any blemish of bod;

This littli 
bit of history, true or false, may not b 
of any special interest, but as we are 
writing about Bannister's wharf am 
those who once lived there we give i 
among our recollections of hoiv pleasci 
were all the people of Newport that so 
eminent a man had written a story 
some of whose principal scenes were s< 
very familiar. Next west of the honv 
of Mr. McDougal stood the boarding 
house of Oliver Weeks, famous for its 
good cheer, and ranking with Town 
send's celebrated coffee house, and the 
resort not only of a very respectabh 
class of steady boarders, but also o 
that learned body of men, who hav 
from that time to the present consider 
cd it high honor to be elected Senato 
or Representative to the legislature o 
Rhode Island. The remaining two build 
ings on that side of the wharf were pro 
cisely alike in form, and tho cntranc 
to the chambers of both was by an opei 
stairway on the outside of each build 
ing. The occupants of these two bnihl 
ings were Peleg Chapman and Join 
Sterne, both of whom kept for sale gro 
ccries and ship-stores, their familie 
living in the chambers of their respect 
ive buildings. • 
James Stevens, ornamental and mon 


nmcntal stone cutter, occupied the lam 
west of John Sterne, and we recollec 
the many specimens of his skill in cut- 
ting in elegantly formed letters tiie 
name and age of those of his fellow 
townsmen who had preceded him ii 
the journey towards the Light. 


Having mentioned all the buildings 


and their occupants, on the north side 
of Bannister's wharf, we will, .-.s far as 
possible, speak of those on the soutl 
side. The comer building as mention 
cd in our article of Sept. id, was occu 
pied by William H. ItaOibone. Isaac 
and Isaiah Burdick, shoemakers, were 
the occupants of a very small Imildint, 
next west of Mr. liathbonc, and next to 
this building was the oyster house of 
Frederick Burt, whose place was the 
resort of all the epicures of the town 
Mr. Hurt, in science and literature 
scarce bad an equal in the town, ani1 
was also the possessor of a fund of an 
ccdoto really wonderful. Fronting cas 
as does the buildingnow standing there 
was the snuff and tobacco manufactory 
of John Ferguson, a man of sterling in 
fcgrity, and one that enjoyed tho confl 
deuce and esteem of the whole commu 
nity. On tho west line of Mr. Fcrgu 
son's property stood tho boarding 
house of Ilcscom Potter, where masters 
of vessels found all the comforts o' 
home. Charles Thurston, grocer, wai 


Mr. Potter's next neighbor, and next to 
Mr. Thurston was the dwelling house 
lid shop of William Allen. Tho next 
wo buildings were occupied by Thom- 
s Doubleday and Captain Ebonozer 
rose. Both kept stores and occasionally 
ook boarders, and were celebrated for 
laving very elegant parrots in cages 
lancing near theirdoors.and they wore 
•>f that kind whose education had boon 
uished to tho utmost limits of their ca- 
tacity, and from the largo number of 
iailors passing up and down the wharf, 
t can ho imagined that the language of 
hese birds was not always strictly clas- 
sical. They were, however, tho delight 
of all the urchins far and near, who 
we fear were not likely to bo very much 
shocked at any utterances of man or 
bird. The last building on that side of 
tho wharf was a largo store-house own- 
ed and occupied by Samuel Vemoii, 
vho for many years previous to 1820 
did an extensive wholesale business 
n West India goods. He was also tho 
owner of nearly all the Bannister wharf 
iroperty from Thames street to tho end 
if the wharf, including nearly all the 
uildings, many of which were built 
>artly over the water. 
In 1835 nearly all the persons named 


as being residents of Bannister's wharf 
n 1820, had with their families either 
died or moved to other parts of tho 
»wn, and the houses on the wharf were 
occupied principally by Irish laborers 
employed on Fort Adams. As rum was 
x> bo had in abundance, rows wore fre- 
quent, and Bannister's wharf had be- 
come the most disorderly placo in the 
town; fights and arrests wore of daily 
and nightly occurrence, which often re- 
quired the services of the entire police 
torco, and once the disturbance was so 
serious that the riot act was read. 
During these disorderly times cholera 
found victims there, and fire destroyed 
'Fly Market Theatre', and at another 
time the boarding house once kept by 
Oliver Weeks shared tho same fate, and 
the bakery of Godfrey Wcnwood, which 
in his day was so savory of excellent 
edibles, was converted into a dunce 
house where young men and women met 
and participated in round dances and 
the like, which often ended in a dis- 
graceful vow. 


After the death of Mr. Samuel Ycr- 


noti. his heirs commenced selling the 
buildings with the land and water un- 
der them, to various persons and also 
to tenants who were paying quit rent, 
some of whom continued to live in 
the houses aw long as they were hab- 
itable 
and then tore them down, 


and those who now go down Ban- 
nisters wharf will see that on both 
sides new buildings have been erected, 
and tho people living there a re as order- 
ly and ns well behaved as in any busi- 
ness part of the city. 


On the south side of Bannister b 


wharf and beyond the habitable part 
and on the very edge of tlio dock, there 
now stands a largo building used as ai 
ice house, and of .such width ns to leave 
only a cart path on tho north side, ant 
the commerce which once made this 
property so valuable is now represent- 
ed by some dozen or twenty sailboats 
whose owners do rather a precarious 
business in the conveyance of parties 
of pleasure who merely wish to sail 01 
our beautiful harbor and bay, whicl 
the Almightv in bis wisdom intendct 
for a very different purpose, and itii 
very possible that if the men who lived 
.sixty or seventy years ago had possess- 
ed a.s much business energy as did then 
fathers, Newport to-day might have 
had commercial industries which woitit 
liave given honorable employment, am 
otherwise been highly advantageous, U 
the coming generations. 
All who read of Bannister's wharf 


its active commerce, and the very re 
spectuble class of people who dwel 
there, and engaged in the laudable pur 
suits of lifo for many years previous to 
1S2W, and for a few years after some of 
whom were born there, and where oth- 
ers, once equally well known and re 
specterl, found most estimable wives 
we think will agree with us that at tha 
time it was worthy of being callec 
"Court End."

A hundred yeara ago, when tho north- 


ern portion of New Hamt^hire was 
almost an unbroken wilderness, a fam- 
ily by tho imnio of Carter, from Massa- 
ehufcettH, emigrated to this then now 
country. Tho family consisted of Mr. 
iml Mrs. Carter, and two children, 
Thomas, who was sixteen, and Kuth 
evolve. They settled noar tlio banks 
of tho Connecticut river, in tho town of 
L. 


It was only a short time before Mr. 


[Jnrter and Thomas had cleared a place 
ar^o enough to build a house, or log 
:abin, of tho fallen trees, on an oleva- 
;iun where a uleasant view could bo 
iiad of the winding Connecticut, while 
back upon tho hillside extended a 
thrifty growth of maple trees; from 
which tho family hoped to got their 
supply of sugar. 


It was a hard and lonely life for those 


new settlers the first year. There were 
no neighbors within five miles, and 
wild animals were very troublesome, 
especially the bears and wolves. 


The following spring after tho Cart- 


ers had got settled in their new house, 


on in a very primitive manner. They 
hod no zinc evaporators or tin buckets 
in those days. The manner of making 
the sugar was as follows: In the first 
place a large number of troughs were 
made by splitting a fir log in the mid- 
dle and digging it out deep enough to 
hold a quantity of sap, and birch unnk- 
iuga made of white birch bark were al- 
so used to hold the sap. They were 
made by doubling pieces of bark up ut 
each end, and putting a peg through to 
fasten it. Holes were bored into the 
maples, on the south side, about a foot 
from the ground, and spouts made of 
pine wooa twelve inches long hollow- 
ed out in the middlo, were inserted in 
tho trees, to conduct the sweet fluid in- 
to the troughs and bankings; when 
they wero full they were emptied into 
wooden buckets, and from thence into 
a large iron kettle, supported by a 
wooden bar placed horizontally across 
crotched sticks, driven into the ground. 
A fire was made under the kettle and 
the sap boiled down to syrup or sugar. 
Tho first year tho Carters made sugar 
they boiled tho sap out of doors, in the 
way T have described, but before the 
next season they built a little house of 
logs and made two large holders one 
for sap and one for sugar. 


The sugaring season was a very pleas- 


ant one to Thomas. When the first 
warm days of March came, and the 
pussy willows put on their dress of 
sage green and mouse-colored satin, 
and the notes of the blue-bird were 
heard, lie began to think of gutting tbe 
troughs and spouts ready, and soon 
tho tapping of tho trees began. 


On pleasant days Ituth would go 


with her father and brother to tlio sug- 
ar camp, and while they were gather- 
ingtho sap, she would keep the fire 
bright, and make candy of the syrup, 
on tlio white snow. Sometimes Mrs. 
Carter would go too, and then they 
would have a grand sugaring oil. 


During the season we are writing of, 


.Mr. Carter had a severe attack of rheu- 
matism, that prevented him from go- 
ing about for several weeks; so Thom 
as had to attend to the sugar-making 
alone. He tapped a number of trees, 
and had a fine run of sap. 
One night 


it was nearly dark before he had fin- 
ished boiling, aud as be was in haste to 
reach homo, he decided to leave the 
syrup in the sugar camp till morning. 
Ho put a heavy weight of wood over 
the cover of the kettle to fasten it 
down, then, barricading the door of the 
sugar house 
so 
securely that lie 


thought it impossible for any wild ani- 
mal to got in, he wont homo.
